WEALTHIEST MAN IN JAPAN 
HAS INCOME OF $1,400,000 


Baron Hachiroemon Mitsui Member 
of Famous Financial House; 
Iwasaki Is Rival. 
TOKIO, Oct. 24.—Baron Hachi- 
roemon Mitsui, head of the House 
of Mitsui, the titans of economic 
Japan, continues, as for many 
vears, the wealthiest individual in 
the empire. Income tax assess- 
ments for 1930 show that he must 
pay 25 per cent on an income of 
2,800,000 yen ($1,400,000). 

Next comes Baron Hisaya 
Iwasaki, senior partner of the Mit- 
Subishi interests, who is rated at 
The Iwasaki 
family is the principal financial 
rival of the House of Mitsui. 

Of-13 incomes assessed at more 
than 1,000,000 yen, six belong to 
Mitsuis and three to Iwasakis. 

Only two of the 13 live outside 
Tokio, Baren Kichizaemon Sumi- 
tomo of Osaka and Shinbei Inui, 
Kobe money-lender. Inui recently 
has been an unwilling Tokio resi- 
dent, occupying a cell in Ichigaya 
prison under indictment for fraud.

One Police Theory Is That 
He Had Connection With 
Lingle Murder — Aonther 
Gangster Slain. 


By the Associated Seen, 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—Joe Aiello, 


one of the few remaining rivals of 

Scarface Al” Capone as a gang 
leader, a reputed alcohol king, 
partner of George (Bugs) Moran, 
and with Moran listed by the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission as a “pub- 
lic enemy,” was shot and killed 
last night as he left the apartment 
of Patsy Presto, an importer, on 
North Kolmar avenue. 

The body of John Guida, reputed 
member of the “42” gang, was 
found behind the bar of a deserted 
West Side saloon today, the second 
victim of underworld assassins in 
24 hours. He had been dead 12 
hours. A single revolver bullet 
through the head had ended his 
life. Police started search immedi- 
ately for Joseph Liebrick, proprie- 
tor of the saloon. Their first theo- 
ry was that Guida had been killed 


loon, 

Presto disappeared following the 
shooting and is being sought today 
by the police. One report said he 
was thought to have been wound- 
ed. Witnesses said they saw him 
fall. They declared he was dragged 
to his feet by several men who 
carried him into one of the cars 
used by the assassins. 

Seventeen or more bullets were 
fired into Aiello’s body from ma- 
chine and other guns placed in 
three different positions. 

Shots From Third-Floor Window. 

As he stepped out of the Presto 
apartment, presumably to enter a 
cab that was waiting to take him 
and Presto to his home, machine 
gun fire opened from a third-floor 
window of an apartment across the 
street. Aiello turned and fled into 
the vestibule and attempted to 
arouse someone in the apartment. 
Finding his way blocked by locked 
doors, he fled into the apartment 
courtyard only to meet the fire of 
machine guns coming from a win- 
dow of a building to the north. 
Fleeing to the rear of the coun 
in an attempt to escape over a back 
fence, he ran into a fusillade of 
shots coming from the basement of 
the building housing the Presto 
apartment. 

A police Sergeant and James 
Duane, a cab driver, who had re- 
sponded to a previous call from 
Mrs. Presto for a cab to take Aiello 
and her husband to Aiello’s home, 
took the wounded man to a hos- 
pital, but he died before his ar- 
rival. 

Thus was added another victim 
to the long list of gangsters slain 
in the strife that had its beginning 
in the murder of Dion O' Bannion 
in 1924 and whi included the 
machine gun killing of seven fol- 
lowers of Moran a year ago last 
St. Valentine’s day in a North Clark 
street garage. 

Various Theories of Police. 

Various theories were advanced 
by police in a possible explanation 
of Aiello’s murder. One of these 
was that the gangster’s death 
might have had some connection 
with the killing June 9. last, of Al- 
fred J. Lingle, a reporter for the 
Chicago Tribune, known as a friend 
of Capone. Some officials’ said 
they suspected Capone. 

Other theories were that Aiello’s 
assassination’ might have been 
prompted by his wish to control 
the destinies of the Unione Stei- 
liane, which was at one time dom- 
inated by his friend. Tony l.om- 
bardo, who was killed at Madison 
and Dearborn streets some years 
ago. Presto at one time was a 
partner of Lombardo. Another re- 
port was that detectives had hinted 
that a New York gang, headed by 
aman known as “Joe the Boss,” 
and thought to be connected with 
the Unione, might have been in- 
volved. 

A Burke-McGurn Teory. 

One police theory was that Ca- 
pone henchmen engirkered the 
slaying” Fred Burke, notgrious 
killer, and Jack McGurn, Capone 
machine gunner, the police said, 
resembled the descriptions of two 
of the several men living in anart- 
ments in the neighborhood prior 
to the shooting. 

Police had few clews, a burned 
automobile, a pair of worn gray 
gloves, a thumb print on a choco- 
late drop.

BRITAIN TRYING 
TO ELIMINATE RITES 
AT WAR MEMORIALS 


‘Requests Foreign Nations to 
Abandon Ceremonies at Tomb 
of Unknown Soldier. 


By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, Oct, 24.—With hope of 


soft-pedaling war memories, the 
British Government has asked 
other foreign Governments to elim- 
inate ceremonies at tombs of the 
unknown soldier and cenotaphs in 
future official receptions. 

No forma! statement of trans- 
mission of the request has been 
made, but Foreign Office officials 


confirm that the step has been 
taken with the intention of dis- 
couraging perpetuation of war 
memories and the bitterness en- 
gendered by them. . 

The conclusion is drawn that 
henceforth no official visitors in 
England will be taken to the ceno- 
taph or unknown warrior’s tomb 
to deposit a wreath, and that Brit- 
ish delegates to foreign countries 
will not participate in such cere- 
monies. 

Some objections to the Govern- 
ment’s step were voiced. The Tele- 
graph declared that the public 
would learn of the suggestion with 
amazement. 

Ramsay MacDonald’s efforts in 
behalf of peace are recalled in 
comment on the proposal].

BOSTON ART MUSEUM 
AMONG FRAUD VICTIMS 


One Picture Hung for Two 
Months Before It Was Found 


n ta Be Bogus. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Oct. 24.—Disclosure 


that Edward F. Holmes, milliénaire 
director of the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, first victimized for $35,- 
000 for two bogus Cima de Con- 
egliano paintings, and on being al- 


received from the same source a 
Velasquez “Portrait of a Man“ 
which actually hung in the museum 
two months before it was taken 
down as a fraud, came last night 
as a surprise development in the 
District Attorney's investigation of 
art swindling. 

The expose of the swindling of 
buyers of “rare old paintings” is 
an offspring of the “rare china 
racket” which recently resulted in 
the arrest of one of three alleged 
conspirators. 

The picture swindle inquiry al- 
ready has furnished leads to Italy, 
New York City, New York State 
and Kansas City. Art connoisseurs 
who think that absolute frankness 
to prosecuting officials and news- 
papers is the only effective way 
of curbing it say the fraud has vic- 
tims in every art center of the 
United.

Descendant of Stuyvesant. 

Mr. Chanler was a descendant of 
both Gov. Winthrop of Massachus- 
etts and Peter Stuyvesant, the last 
Dutch Governor of New Tork.“ 

Born 57 years ago, On Feb. 22, 
1873, he ignored the advice of his 
family, which wanted him to fol- 
low a political career, and turned 
in early youth to the study of art. 
His first European study was in the 
sculpture classes of Mariano Benl- 
liure at Rome, but after a time he 
turned to painting and took a stu- 
dio in Paris. 

His interest in politics revived, 
however, on his return to America 
and he became a member of Tam- 
many Hall and eventually Sheriff 
of Dutchess County. It was that 
comparatively unimportant politi- 
cal post which gave him a nick- 
name which clung to him through- 
out his life. He was known better 
as “Sheriff Bob” than es Robert 
Winthrop Chanler, one of Amerl- 
ca’s foremost painters of murals. 

Work in Many Collections. 
In 1905 he turned to decorative 


Art- and decorated the homes of 
many of his friends. 


Seven years 
ago the French Government pur- 
chased his panel, “Giraffes,” which 
the Luxembourg 
The Metropolitan Mu- 
seum and other American collec- 
tions also contaih examples of his 
work. 

Mr. Chanler was twice murried 
and twice divorced. Lina Cavalieri 
was his second wife. On the occa- 
sion of that marriage, in Paris, Mr. 
Chanler’s brother, John Armstrong 
Chanler, who changed his nagne tu 
Chaloner and moved to Virginia 
after members of the family had 
him adjudged insane, cabled the 
bridegroom, Who's looney now?“ 
The expression became one of the 
popular slang phrases of the time. 

Three years ago it was reportcd 
that Mr. Chanler was engaged to 
Isadora Duncan, the day before 
she was killed in Southern France.

The revolution broke first in the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, fur- 
thermost south of the divisions 
which make up the Brazilian Un- 
ion. Troops formed there under 
the leadership of Dr. Getulio Var- 
gas, President of the State and de-

tional presidential election. 

The States of Santa Catharina 
and Parana fell quickly into line 
and a large Southern army was 
rushed to the Parana-Sao Paulo 
border, where battles have been in 
progress for more than two weeks, 
with conflicting claims of victory. 
The fighting has centered about 
Itarare, railroad point, on the Sao 
Paulo border. 

‘In the north, forces from Para- 
hyba, one of the original revolting 
states, moved southward under 
Capt. Juarez Tavora and on the 
night of Oct. 11 took Pernambuco, 
or Recife, establishing a revolu- 
tionary junta there. Capt. Tavora 
moved southward with volunteers 
gathered about him as he pro- 
gressed and quickly subdued Gov- 
ernment forces in the seaboard 
states of Alagoas and Sergipe, al- 
most without contest. He was last 
reported to be moving on the city 
of Bahia.

Paulo's back door along the 
Parana state border. 

A few days ago he arrived at 
Curityba to take actual charge of 
the armies, which were calculated 
to approximate in the south posei- 
bly 80,000 men. Gen. Miguel Costa 
was in command of the rebel van- 
guard and had led the insurgents 
in most of the fighting in the 
south. 

DictatOrship Charged.

Arms Embargo by U. 8.

At the start of the revolution 
only the states of Rio Grande do 
Sul, Rio Grande do Norte, Santa 
Catharina, Parana, Piauhy, Ceara, 
Maranhao, Parahyba and Minas 
Geraes joined the movement.

STEPMOTHER AND 
UNCLE CHARGED 
WITH KILLING GIRL 


Filing of Accusation Pre- 
vents Hearing on Habeas 
Corpus Writ Sought by 


Denver Woman. 

NVE R. C Colo. Oct. 24.—First- 
degree murder charges were filed 
today against Mrs. Pearl O’Lough- 
lin and her brother-in-law, Frank 
O'Loughlin, accused of the slaying 
of the woman’s stepdaughter, 10- 
year-old Leona O'Loughlin. 

A hearing on an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus, which 
Mrs. O’Loughlin’s attorneys filed 
several days ago, was automatical- 
ly defeated by the charge. District 
Attorney Earl Wettengel filed the 
double informations after Mrs. 
O’Loughlin had been interrogated 
for five days. Police alleged she 
made a statement she would take 
the blame for the slaying of her 
stepchild, and then added: Get 
Frank and give us a sanity test. We 
must be crazy.“ 

Case Against Uncle Weak. 

Deputy District Attorney Ralph 
Cummings said at the present time 
the murder case against O’Lough- 
lin, who is the slain child’s uncle, 
was “admittedly weak,” but that 
it was being filed to detain 
O'Loughlin for questioning. 

Arraignment of Mrs. O'Loughlin 
is expeoted tomorow. John MN. 
Keating, attorney, said she would 
plead not guilty. He said his client 
was “wholly innocent” of the 
charge. John Weisz, attornew and 
brother of Mrs. O'Loughlin, be- 
came asociated with Keating in the 
defense today. 

Mrs. O'Loughlin appeared in 
good spirits as she talked with 
Keating and Weisz in court when 
the charges were filed. 

Detective Leo O’Laughlin, father 
of the child, was among those who 
signed the murder complaints. He 
expressed the belief that his broth- 
er was innocent and would be able 
to clear himself of the charge. 
Asked to comment on his wife's al- 
leged confession, the detective said, 
“She made it and she should know 
what she is talking about.”

U. S. BIRTH RATE IN 1929 
IS LOWEST IN 14 YEARS 


Averages 18.9 to the 1000 of Pop- 
ulation; Infant Mortality 
Declines Sharply. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24. — The 
American birth rate for 1929 was 
announced by the Census Bureau 
today as 18.9 a 1000 of population, 
the lowest for any year since 1915 
when such statistics were first 
compiled on a national scale. 

At the ame time the infant 
mortality rate also dropped to the 
lowest point recorded—68 deaths 
of infants less than one year of 
age for each 1000 born. This com- 
pared with a high infant mortality 
rate of 101 a 1000 births recorded 
in 1916 and 1918. 

The highest birth rate for 1929 
was in New Mexico, where it was 
26.9. The lowest was in Oregon, 
14.1, and this State also had the 
lowest infant mortality, 48. 

Infant mortality in New Mexico 
was 145.

The 
Sanitorium, built by 2400 insane 
patients, now houses 3345, although 
about 200 patients have been 
moved to State institutions else- 
where, he said. 

The City Infirmary has a waiting 
list and the Training School for 
Feeble-Minded Children is crowd- 
ed to capacity, Dr. Lohr pointed 
out, complaining particularly that 
there was no institution to care for 
feeble-minded Negro children ex- 
cept the City Sanitarium.

No Charge for 
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Queen Victoria Called 
_ Kaiser “Wrong-Headed” 
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Her Letters Denouncing Wilhelm II and Say- 
ing Gladstone Would Ruin Country 
Made Public. ; | 


| 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oca 24.—Letters writ- 
ten by the late Queen Victoria de- 
scribing her grandson, Kaiser Wi- 
helm II. as “a hotheaded, conceited 
and wrong-headed young man, de- 
void of all feeling.” are among the 
revelations made today in a book 
compiled from confidential sources 
including the archives of Windsor 
Castle. 

Victoria also said that Glad- 
stone, then Prime Minister, “will 
ruin the country if he can,” the 
documents disclose. 

The volume, edited by George 
Earle Buckle and published by the 
firm of John Murray shows that 
Victoria had decided viewpoints 
of her own, whatever might have 
been the views or intentions of 
the Government officers of her 
time. 

Permission to publish these Roy- 
al secrets, hidden from the world’ 
for 40 years, was given by King 
George and, in the case of some of 
the letters, permission was said to 
have been secured also from the 
former Kaiser at Doorn. 

Regarding Wilhelm, she wrote: 
“How sickening it is to see Willy, 
not two months after his beloved 
and noble father’s death, going to 
banquets and reviews: It is very 
indecent and very unfeeling.” 

Of the Emperor Frederick, the 
Kaiser's father, she wrote: “None 
of my sons could be a greater loss 
to me. He was so good, so wise 

and so fond of me; and now?” 

Victoria referred to A, J. Bal- 
four, afterward the Earl of Bal- 
four, thus: “Lord Salisbury named 
his clever and agreeable nephew as 
the person fittest to succeed him 
(she refers to Balfour's succeed- 

“Mng Sir M. Hicks-Beach as Irish 
Secretary) and I was just going to 
make the same suggestion.” 

The Queen would not admit to 
her court, nor have as Ministers, 
persons whose reputation she did 
not approve. For example, she de- 
clared that she would not accept 
Sir Charles Dilké as Minister “op 
account of his dreadful private 
character.” Duke had been named 


as co-respondent in a divorce case. 


The Queen said: “Everyone looks 
on Sir C. Dilke as guilty, though 
he has gone off without punish- 
ment.” 

Why Kaiser Dropped 

Kaiser William wrote one letter 
to his grandmother in which, ex- 
plaining why he dismissed Bis- 
marck, he said: 

“In my discussions with him he 
(Bismarck) treated me like @ 
schoolboy. When I urged that 1 
believed the Ministers were really 
in favor of my views,/aithough they 
would not. venture to say so de- 
cause he was opposed to them, he 
told me that they were all black- 
guards and cowards. He became 
so violent on occasions that I did 
not know whether he would throw 
an inkstand at my head.” my 

Ferdinand, Prince of Bulgaria in 
Victorian days, who later became 
King and is known to the present 
generation as the exiled Czar of 
Bulgaria, Victoria described in this 
manner: 5 
“He is totally unfit— delicate, ec- 
centric and effeminate . . . should 
be stopped at once.” 

The documents make it appear 
that the Kaiser’s quarrel with the 
Prince of Wales who later became 
King Edward VII, was due to Wil- 
liam’s feeling that he was not 
treated with the dignity due him. ) 
Regarding W. E. Gladstone, her 
Prime Minister, Victoria said: He 
will ruin the country if he can, 
and how much mischief has he not 
done already! . . His violent at- 
tacks on his former colleagues; 
his extraordinary letters and 
speeches in which he will not ad- 
mit the possibility of his being 
wrong or others being right, have 
injured him very much.” 

Of Lord Randolph Churchill, fa- 
ther of the present Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, she wrote: “He is 
so mad and odd and also has bad 
health . „that strange, unac- 
countable man who has been a per- 
petual thorn in the side of his 
colleagues since he has been in 
office. this impertinent and 
not reliable or loyal ex- Minister.“

Moving is to begin tomorrow 
noon anf be completed Sunday.

The term is optional for 40 years, 
terminable by Mississippi Valley 
at the end of five, 10, 20 or 30 
years. 

Quarters on the west side of 
Fourth street extending from Pine 
to Olive and occupied since the 
merger with Merchants-Laclede 
and State National banks last 
year, are owned by the bank. The 
corner building at Pine street, long 


since outgrown, was completed by |, 


the institution in 1897. Mississippi 
Valley had rented temporary of- 
fices on the second floor of the 
Merchant-Laclede building for six 
months following its incorporation 
Oct. 3, 1890, and, until its own 
building was completed, space at 
303 North Fourth street. 

The commercial and savings 
banking. departments and the 
executive offices will occupy the 
first floor of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Building. The basement 
will be devoted to safe deposit 
vaults, with public rest rooms for 
men and women. The north half 
of the second floor will be occu- 
pied by the trust division, and the 
south half by the investment sub- 
sidiary, the Mississippi! Valley Co.

Object Is to Find a Gas That

BV ASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics has 
contracted for the construction of 
the largest nonrigid airship in the 
country for use by the Navy to 
develop a fuel gas that will re- 
place gasoline. 

The envelope for the ship now 
is being built by the Goodyear- 
Zeppelin Co. at Akron, O., while 
the car is being constructed at the 
Philadelphia naval aircraft factory. 

The blimp, which will have a gas 
capacity of 320,000 cubic feet. 1s 
to be 220 feet long and 54 feet in 
diameter. The car will carry six 
persons. A speed of 50 miles an 
hour and a cruising range of 2000 
nautical miles is included in the 
ship's spectfications. 

The Navy Department long has 
sought a fuel gas of the same 
density as air so that equilibrium 
could be maintained in airship fly- 
ing. without the necessity of re- 
covering water from consumed fuel.

LEBANON, Mo., Oct. 24.—In- 

dictments charging them with aid- 

ing in the robbery of the Bank of 


Stoutland Aug. 29, have been re- 
turned by a Camden County grand 
jury against Jim Rogers, farmer, 
living near Stoutland, and his 19- 
year-old son, Homer Rogers.

County Circuit Court. Rogers was 
given a 12-year sentence and How- 
ard 10 years. 

Hobart Rogers and Bo Howard, | 
an escaped convict, leader of the 
gang, entered the bank and looted | 
it of $3250, numerous notes and 
travelers’ checks. Stacy Howard 
was the driver of the automobile) 
used by the gang. A fourth man, | 
who stood guard at the bank door. 
has not been arrested, but his iden- 
tity is said to be Known by the 
officers. 

Bo Howard, although arrested for 
his part in the robbery, was re- 
turned to the Oklahoma peniten- | 
tiary to finish serving a term of 
seven years for manslaughter. He 
had served only one year when he 
escaped. On his release he will | 
face a second manslaughter charge, | 
that of having killed a man and a 
woman in a fight at a dance. | 

Both Hobart Rogers and How-| 
ard made written confessions to 
Sheriff Jones and Allen last Thurs- | 
day, following Hovard's return 
here from Depew, Ok., where he 
was captured.

MEXICO. ‘CITY. Oct. 24.— Dis- 
patches to the newspaper Excelsior 
from Tampico quote the comman- 
der of the Federal garrison at 
Alamo, State of Vera Cruz, as say- 
ing that many persons, possible 
hundreds, perished during floods 
there Tuesday. 

Capt. Alvaro Barrazo, Who es- 
caped from the town with his 
troops, said he had observed the 
disaster from high ground and had 
seen possibly hundreds“ of persons 
caught in the sudden onrush of 
water.

ALLEVIATION OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The prospect of a second winter of serious unem- 
ployment has led to the creation of a number of com- 
mittees charged with the task of formulatife plans 
for relief. Gov. Roosevelt's committee on the stabil- 
ization of employment is actively continuing its work 
in New York State. In Illinois, Gov. Emmerson has 
just created a commission on unemployment. The 
Detroit committee, created by Mayor Murphy at the 
time of his election, has presented a practical pro- 
gram for relief. St. Louis, Indianapolis and Cincin- 
nati have established municipal committees, and a 
Federal committee, consisting of six Cabinet offi- 
cers and the Governor of the Federal Reserve Board, 
has been appointed by President Hoover. In New 
York City a group of financiers has pledged itself 
to raise from private sources funds adequate to sup- 
port a payroll of $150,000 per week, which will be 
used to employ 10,000 men for work in the city’s 
parks. Many practical suggestions have already been 
made by several of these bodies. Large community 
chests have been raised and charity must be organ- 
ized with a view to relieving serious distress. 

Work may be spread out by persuading employers 
to reduce hours and take on more workers during 
the emergency. Extra shifts may be persuaded that 
partial employment at reduced wages for all is to be 
preferred to absolute privation for many. Odd jobs 
and neighborhood chores might be consolidated so 
that they would afford regular work by the day 
rather than occasional employment by the hour. More 
free public employment offices should be opened and 
the work of all these bureaus should be in some way 
co-ordinated. Repair work in schools, homes, of- 
fices and factories should be undertaken at once 
rather than postponed until business recovers. Cor- 
porations should be persuaded to make purchases of 
necessary material and supplies in advance of use 
and to undertake further manufacturing for stock. 
Consumers should be urged, insofar as possible, to 
increase their purchases. The Philadelphia Cham- 
ber of Commerce has initiated a “buy now” cam- 
paign which has attracted wide attention. 

Even more important, however, is the possibility of 

stimulating construction. Many of our public insti- 
tutions stand in serious need of improved equip- 
ment. We still need roads, parks, bridges, public 
buildings. Our cities call for extensive programs of 
beautification. Thousands of families need clean and 
comfortable modern dwellings, not houses in the $20,- 
000 class, such as John D. Rockefeller Jr. is erecting 
in Cleveland, but small homes that laborers, clerks 
and small tradesmen can afford to build and own. 
Public building projects which have already been 
financed should be pushed with all the haste which 
is consistent with careful and economical construc- 
tion. New public construction should be financed 
through tax levies and bond issues at the earliest 
possible moment. The building of small homes 
should be promoted by the facilitation of credit exten- 
sion to home builders. It is to be hoped that Presi- 
dent Hoover’s conference on home building and home 
ownership, which is now meeting in Washington, 
will be able to suggest how this may be done. 
Now is the time to build. Millions of working men 
are idle. Billions of dollars in savings are piling 
up in the banks. There are many public improve- 
ments which society urgently needs. Marked revival 
in the construction trades would not only alleviate 
temporary distress, but might soon develop a market 
which would start business on the road to recovery. 
The situation calls for the co-operation of voters, 
legislatures, city councils, public officials, bankers, 
business men—of the whole community—to the end 
that employment may be provided, industry revived 
and prosperity eventually restored.

One comestible for- 
bidden for Sunday sale is sugar, and here a delicate 
question arises. Sprinkled on breakfast food or 
stirred in coffee, sugar is ready for the consumer, 
without preparation. Used to make Sunday after- 
noon fudge, howeyer, it would be an ingredient. But 
milk also is a constituent of fudge, and the sale of 
milk is unhampered. Again, fresh vegetables are 
verboten for vending on the Sabbath, though there 
are many requiring no cookery. Radishes and green 
onions, for example, need no more preparation than 
does a can of sardines. The sardine is legal, the 
onion an outcast. Other dilemmas innumerable will 
be faced by both police and storekeepers in wrestling 
with this law. Does this decree, we ask, divorce 
those boon comparions, frankfurters and sauer-kraut? 
And what are the chances for buying a can of malt 
syrup next Sunday?

HE question of a European Federation 
T has remained on the international round 

table ever since M. Briand let it fall 
there with a gesture half cautious, half neg- 
ligent: half “I wonder,” half “what do 1 
cure?“ Since he outlined the vague con- 
tours of his cloudy thought to a gathering 
of European delegates at the 1929 Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations, he has pre- 
pared and distributed a memorandum on 
his views to which most European nations 
have already presented their observations. 
As usual in these cases, the cloud ha. burst 
and we have been blessed with a rain of 
paper. 

One of the most distinguished American 
internationalists, Frank Bohn, disagrees 
with my views. Mr. Bohn was good enough 
to say that I have been one of the most 
faithful of nurses to the League of Na- 
tions; but to represent my cautious position 
toward the United States of Europe as con- 
cern for the League is to misunderstand it 
altogether. N 

I would gladly give up the League for the 
United States of Europe. My point is that 
the organization of the United Siates of 
Europe is not possible; that it is not ad- 
visable in the form in which it has been 
put forward by M. Briand: and that the 
idea of it rests on a basis of wrong assump- 
tions and of delusions. 

Mr. Bohn gives an imposing list of “con- 
tinent“ nations: The United States of North 
America, the United States of Latin Amer- 
ica, the United States of Western Europe. 
the United States of Russia, the United’ 
Stafes of China; almost certainly, the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations; and, possi- 
bly, the United States of India. 

The idea of such a list is purely bookish 
and theoretical. The United States of North 
Aur..ca have for their bass an identity of 
feeling, of culture and of reaction toward 
life. in fact, they are a nation—a federa- 
tion of states, if you wish—but nota ted- 
eration of nations. To consider Tennessee 
and Alabama as nations in the sense in 
which Italy and Holland are nations is play- 
ing with words—and, what is worse, play- 
ing with ideas. 

The United States of Latin America (why 
Latin ) may some day develop. It will 
take very long. The United States of 
itussia—weill, that is Russia. The United 
States of China—well, that is China. The 
United States of India—well, that is India. 


But the British Commonwealth? Are 
you going to take Great Britain from Eu- 
rope? Very good. I merely make a note 
of the fact. Only remember this: there is 
nowhere in any one of the groups we have 
so far mentioned as muth intensive variety 
of life, as much difference, as much con- 
sigusness.of historic and cultural disunion. 
as there is in Europe. 

Now the point to be emphasized is that 
the differences between the several com- 
ponents of Europe are greater than those. 
between Europeans on the one hand and 
certain non-Europeans on the other. To 
write, as Mr. Bohn wrote: “Pull down the 
European tariff walls! Let these peoples 
work together! Letsthem travel at will! 
Then they will learn to like one another. 
They will all learn a single language”—is 


to brush aside facts of nature which are 
stronger than the will of any man or group. 

Take the last item in the program: “They 
will all learn a single language.” But is a 
language like a diess that one can adopt at. 
will? A language is a fact of nature, and 
it is as hopeless to expect all the peoples 
of Europe to learn one language as it is 
to expect all the trees to have the same leaf 

The point I wish to emphasize is that 
Europe is honeycombed with separate, dis- 
tinct, characteristic, national spirits to a 
degree altogether exceptional in the world. 

Let us by all means foster the sense 
of solidarity among all these peoples. But 
—and this is my second point—the consti- 
tution of a European Federation is neither 
possible nor necessary nor desirable in order 
to achieve this end. The true basis for the 
growth of European solidarity can be 
nothing less than the whole world. 


A purely European Federation is not 
possible because the sense of difference 
beiween European nations is so strong that, 
unless it be diluted with the co-operation 
of non-European nations, it will be increased 
through an isolated coming together on a 
strictly European basis. ‘Both Washington 
and New York are fully aware of the sooth- 
ing effect of the presence of American 
delegates at discussions of all questions 
pertaining to reparations. 

Any attempt at a European Federation 
would touch American interests at every 
turn. English interests would likewise be 
powerfully affected. Could the two great 
Anglo-Saxon nations which Mr. Bohn leaves 
out of his United States of Europe toleraie 
the exclusion? 

Thete is one thing, and one thing only, 
which is European—and that is the prob- 
lem of security. Europe is a woman with 
a history. She is therefore subject to fits 
of nerves. Independently of any economic 
argument of solidarity or rivalry, and pre- 
cisely because she is so rich in separate 
national spirits, Europe often finds her- 
self divided against herself. 

But history has shown that even this 
strictly European problem cannot be solved 
on a European basis, for otherwise neither 
England nor the United States of America 
would have pasticipated in the war. It is 
this double situation of England—Euro- 
pean, yet oceanic — which makes every 
European problem a world problem as well. 


Rut then, if the only strictly Europvan 
problems that can be found are those that 
arise precisely out of the rich nationalistic 
loam of which Europe is made: and if even 
those problems. strictly European in their 
source, become world problems owing to 
the amphibious character of England: then 
why the United States of Europe? And 
what is_more to the point, how? 

Nothing could be further removed from 
the spirit of these remarks than a nation- 
alistic or narrow interpretation of the spirit 
which inspires them. Far from it. My 
objection to the idea of the United States 
of Europe does not come from « feeling 
that it is too wide, but from a feeling that 
it is too narrow, and that it constitutes a 
diversion and an unnecessary step in the 


evolution toward the organization ef the 
world.

Urges Benefit of Merger With 
Southern Pacific to City’s 
Business. 


to the Post-Dispsich. 

DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 24.—A peti- 
tion of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce favoring the merger of 
the Cotton Belt Railroad with the 
Southern Pacific as being for the 
best interests of St. Louls trade, 
was presented yesterday to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission by 
George C. Smith, managing director 
of the Industrial Bureau of Indus- 
trial Club of St. Louis, and a di- 
rector of the St. Louis Chamber. 

The commission is holéing 
hearing here on the application of 
the Southern Pacific for merger 


with the Cotton Belt. The St. Louis 
Chamber asked for permission to 
intervene in the case. 

“The proposal of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, providing 
for the absorption of the Cotton 
Belt by the Illinois Central,” Smith 
testified, “is not to the interest of 
St. Louis shippers. We already en- 
joy the facilities of that system and 
a substantial amount of inter- 
change at this gateway between it 
and our lines operating to the West | 
and Southwest. 

“In the event it should acquire 
the Cotton Belt, such interchange | 
as we now enjoy might and prob- 
ably would occur far south of here, 
probably at Memphis and Shreve- 
port. Instead of adding to the 
prestige of the Illinois Central in | 
St. Louis, because of the several 
connections made with the Cotton 
| Belt at more southerly points, it 
appears certain that St. Louis 
would become but little more than 
a way station on the Illinois Cen- 
tral lines. Its interest in this city 
as interchange gateway would be 
largely eliminated and it would be- 
come a stronger factor than it is 
even now in fostering the com- 
merce of Chicago in our natura 
trade territory. ©

ADDIS ABABA, Abyssinia, Oct. 


24.—To the booming salute of 17 
guns, H. Murray Jacoby, the spe- 
cial Ambassador of the United 


States for the coronation of the 
Emperor Haile Selassi, yesterday 
| presented to His Majesty the greet- 
ings of President Herbert Hoover. 

Jacoby conveyed to the ruler of 
one of the world’s most ancient 
empires the President's most 
friendly greetings and confident 
hope for the great prosperity of 
Ethiopia and the happiness of its 
people under the benign reign of 
Haile Selassi.” 

The Emperor thanked Jacoby 
and then, speaking in the Ethiopian 
language, said with great earnest- 
ness: 

“Your safe arrival in Ethiopia 
affords us much pleasure. We beg 
you to convey our best wishes to 
the President of the United States, 
his family and the American peo- 
ple.“ 

Jacoby then presented Brigadier- 
General W. W. Harts and the other 
members of his official party, and 
all chatted pleasantly with the Em- 
peror. During the audience, held 
in the throme room, there were 
present the Crown Prince and a 
number of other Princes, including 
Prince Juska of Tigre, designated 
by the Emperor to look after the 
comfort of the Americans.

The resolution, addressed to 
President Hoover, Congress, and 
Gov. Emmerson of Illinois, re- 
quested a remedy for “the pres- 
ent deplorable situation of un- 
employment” and the adoption of 
the suggested legislation as a 
means of averting future crises. 

William Jacks, president of the 
district, which includes about 9000 
men, reported that three of five 
locals out of the 39 in the district, 
which had affiliated with the John 
L. Lewis faction, had been sus- 
pended previously because of non- 
union memberships. 

A resolution was adopted assess- 
ing each man working five days a 
month 25 cents a month to supply 
funds to fight the nonunion fac- 
tions.

The affidavit of Ross Marshail, 
who is not engaging in freshman 
athletics, said Walton Holmes Jr., 
a former University of Missouri 
student, had promised him 3300 in 
cash if he would attend the Mis- 
souri school and pledged a certain | 
fraternity.

PLANNING MEALS FOR 
THE FAMILY TABLE 


Housewives Charged With the 
Responsibility of Serving 
Wholesome Food, 


Day in and day out, whether 
housewives like to do it or not, 
meals must be planned and usually 


prepared before they can be 
eaten. Those who “eat out” have 
to select the food they eat, even if 
they do not have to shop for it 
and cook it. 

Women are the largest buyers of 
food, and it is on the wiseness of 
their selection that_the health and 
comfort of their families depend. 
National advertisers of foods and 
household products, as well as the 
local grocer and butcher realize 
this. 

Many foéd manufacturers and 
retailers are doing good work in 
making availiable information con- 
cerning their products, the differ- 
ent grades and the ways in which 
they can be used. 

Wise housewives study the food 
advertisements and the grocer’s 
stocks: read the labels on canned 
and packaged goods and learn te 
know what they are buying and 
what value they are receiving for 
the money they spend. They com- 
pare weights and measures with 
prices in various brands, and de- 
cide which are best suited to their 
needs. This not only makes mar- 
keting more interesting, but will 
probably enable them to save 
money because they will have a 
better appreciation of values. 

Start with the planning of this 
weeks meals. When shopping for- 
Sunday’s veal, select a piece of the 
rump, loin or shoulder, and ask the 
butcher to remove the-bone so that 
the roast can be stuffed. Have the 
bones cracked and take them home 
to use for the broth that is planned 
for Monday. 

Good veal should be pink or 
flesh colored, and the meat firm 
with firm white fat. Veal comes 
from the young beef animal, and 
the calf should be at least 2 
months old for good flavored meat. 
Veal is cut in the same way as 
beef. Chops and cutlets core 
from the hindquarter—cutlets be- 
ing the slices cut from the thick 
part of the leg, and chops coming 
from the loin or ribs. 

Canned shrimp are preferred by 
many to fresh, as they are ready 
to use without further cooking. 
Canned shrimp are packed wet 
and dry. The wet pack meaning 
that the fish are canned in 6 
weak brine; in the dry pack no 
liquid is used. Shrimp are aiso

In buying canned vegetables se- 
lect them for the purpose that is, 
if strained tomatoes are called for, 
use the canned juice instead of the 
choice variety of whole tomatoes 
that you pay more for, and will 
have to be strained. If you have 
a small family, buy a can of sliced 
pineapple that contains four slices 
to saute for Monday dinner; the 
juice may be saved to add to the 
mixture used in the making of the 
lemon meringue pie the next day, 
or it may be poured over the 
sliced oranges served for next day's 
breakfast. 


BROWNED TOAST RINGS 


Offer an Attractive Service for 
Creamed Foods. 


Toast rings, besides using up 
stale bread, offer an attractive way 
of serving creamed fowl, fish and 
vegetables. The fülmg for the 
rings may be prepared separately 
and the bread rings toasted just 
before serving. 

Cut as many circles from thick 
slices of bread as there are persons 


to be served. 


Using a cutter about an inch 
smaller or a large grapefruit corer, 
cut out the centers. 

Brown the rings thus prepared 
either in a toaster, under a broiler 
flame, or in a pan containing a 
little hot butter or substitute.

Too Much Food Talk. 


There are a few lucky persons 
in this world who do not have to 
worry about tempting the appe- 


tites of their families, but certain 
it that most family cooks are., 


now and then, distressed about the 


only to have them picked at or re- 
fused when 
may be due to faulty habits of 
training, it may be due to the fact 
that they have fallen into a deep 


rut in cooking, and eating has thus 


become such a routine matter that 
the family “goes stale” on it now 


Or the family may even belong 
to the fussy group that talks soe 
much about food and its health 
values that human nature, having 
a contrary streak in it, just plain 
rebels. 

Of course, in hot weather most 
appetites lag a bit. and the wise 
home-maker sees that the surprise 
element is present at meal times 
and that attention is paid to pre- 
paring those f that have a de- 
cided “appetite appeal.” 

Monotony is deadening either in 
daily living or in the matter of 
appetite. If the same things are 
served over and over again in the 
same way and on the same dishes, 
interest wanes in meals and meal 
time becomes àa more or. less per- 
functory period to be got through 
with as rapidly as possible. After 
a time digestion suffers because of 
lack of interest and lack of re- 
sponse to food. The system is Me- 
ly to become seriously overloaded 
in some food elements and lacking 
in others. 

Almost everybody likes surprises, 
and if this element can be intro- 
duced into the question of food, 


and the family kept a little in sus- 


pense as to what is in store for 
them, appetites will be keener, di- 
gestions will be better and dispo- 
sitions happier. 

Plan Changes. 

If a family has gotten into a 
deep rut, it may be necessary to 
go a little slowly in the beginning 
in the matter of change. 

However, such minor innovations 
as the introduction of a good polish 
on the silver, a few new bright- 
colored pieces of china or perhaps 
one of the rather new colored ta- 
blecloths will arouse interest and 
be sure to stir up comment. 

Once a beginning is made, fol- 


low up the advantage. by trying! 


one or two new dishes. Vary the 
flavorings used, change the types 
ef soup, of dessert, of salad dress- 
ings. Occasionally arrange for the 
whole family to eat its dinner out. 
Let each member choose, so far as 
possible, the foods he wants and 
make some mental notes. Most 
likely they will be entirely differ- 
ent from the food eaten at home, 
though the family is one that sticks 
stubbornly to the foods it has be- 
come accustomed to. 

Appetite appeal is a peculiar 


thing in a way, though like all ap- 


peals in that it seldom means the 


same thing to any given number of 
peeple. Yet daintiness, attractive- 
ness in arrangement and combina- 
tion of foods, careful seasoning,

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First Aid Suggestions for the 


Home Cook Beset With 
Kitchen Tribulations. 


There are tricks in all trades, 
bits of information culled through 
experience and by necessity, or 
handed on from one person to an- 
other, even as are these sugges- 
tions. 

Cook bhecks,, presupposing con- 
siderable knowledge on the part 
of their readera, seldom include 
them, and very often, all too often 
in fact, the new housekeeper 18 
left at a critical moment flounder- 
ing around in despair because the 
cream won't whip, the custard has 
curdled, the fruit gelatine has re- 
fused to harden and the cream of 
tomato soup looks like po soup 
sheuld look. Such moments re- 
quire first aid treatments just as 
truly as do burns, cuts or bruises. 

The best way to begin is to per- 
haps take the calamities just 
mentioned. There are lots of oth- 
ers, every housekeeper has a few 
that seem peculiar to her alone, in 
addition to those that might almost 
be called common properties. 

If Cream Will Not Whip. 

When purchasing cream for 
whipping. be sure to specify that 
point. In some localities it is 
called “whipping cream,” in oth- 
ers “double cream,” to differenti- 
ate it from the thinner cream that 
is used for coffee or cereals. This 
thin cream will not whip stiff, so 


don't waste time and effort in fur- 
ther beating. Such a mistake may 
be partly remedied by adding an 
unbeaten egg white to each one-

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Ambrosia 1930 Style Is an 
Adaptation of an Old-Time 
Favorite Recipe. 


_ Every good cook likes to have a 
group of specially good desserts 
that she reserves for holidays or 
tor those company occasions when 
particular dishes are in order. 


Generally such desserts must be 

kind that can be prepared 
I ead of time, because for some 
reason cold, or frozen desserts, 
usually seem to admit of möre 
elaboration than hot ones. Straw- 
berry shortcake, souffles and a few 
other exceptions prove this rule. 
Be that as it may, most housewives 
in these days like a dessert that can 
be made and put away early in the 
day. 

The following recipes are for 
this type, with the exception of 
chestnut souffle, which is one of 
the most delicious hot desserts 


Peel three large oranges, remov- 
ing all the white rind. Cut across 
in thin slices and place a slice on 
each ‘serving dish—the colored 
glass ones are attractive for this. 
Sprinkle shredded cocoanut in «a 
thick layer over the orange, then 
add a layer of canned, crushed 
pineapple over the cocoanut. Next, 
a second slice of orange, more ¢o- 


| coanut and pineapple and then 3 


third slice of orange and just a 
little cocoanut. Garnish with a 
mint cherry and surround with 
‘halved Tokay grapes that have 
been soaked in a little Grange or 
pineapple juice. Chill thoroughly 
before serving. 
Lemon Cream Torte. 

This has a very professional ap- 
pearance, though it is simple to 
make. Beat four egg yolks until 
very light, add four tablespoons 
fine granulated sugar and beat to 
a thick, smooth cream. Sift four 
tablespoons flour with one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder and a few 
grains salt and stir into the egg 
mixture. Beat four egg whites until 
stiff and fold into the batter. Pour 

into a medium sized ring mold and 
make in a moderate oven for 30 to 
40 minutes, or until firm and deli- 
cately browned. The time depends 
on the depth of the pan. 

| While the cake is baking, mix 
one cut sugar in a saucepan with 
one tablespeon cornstarch, the 
grated rind of a lemon and one 
tablespoon butter. Stir in one cup 
boiling water and cook until clear 
and boiling. Remove from the fire 
and stir in three tablespoons lemon 
juice. 

When the cake is doné, invert 
the pan and gently loosen the cake. 
Cool and place off a large serving 
dish. With a sharp knife cut slite 
about ee ee pen 
and pour the ies saucé by spoon- 
fuls over the cake, letting tt soak 
in well, Chin, tin the center with 
cream whipped stiff and sweetened. 
Garnish with Maraschino cherries 
cut in pieces and sprinkled over the 


torte. 
Chestnut Souffle. 

This is a hot dessert that must 
be served as soon as it ts cooked. 
Plan the dinner accordingly—gen- 
erally the souffle can be put in to 
to bake when dinner is served and 
will be ready in time. 

Boil one pound large chestnuts 
for 15 mfnutes, cool shell and chop 
very fine. There should be three- 
fourths cupful chopped nuté& Melt 
four tablespoons butter, stir in six 
tablespoohs flour and when well 
blended stir in one and one-fourth 
cups milk. 

Stir constantly over a slow fire 
until very thick and perfectly 
smooth. Remove from the fire and 
stir gradually into the beate yolks 
of three eggs. Next add one table- 
spoon lemon juice, one teaspoon 
vanilla extract and the chestnuts. 
Mix well, fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites and pour into six but- 
tered individual baking dishes or 
into one large shallow one. Bake 
in a moderate oven for 25 to 30 
minutes, or until well puffed, dell. 
cately browned and firm to the 
touch. 

If the souffle has to stand before 
sérving turn out the oven heat, but 
do not open the door, leave the 
souffie in the oven until it can be 
served. Serve plain or with a 
creamy sauce,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—A tem-

Ross, chief accountant of the com- 
thission, virtuajly had completed 
his direct testimony concerning the 
methods and details of the com- 
mission's audit of the company. 
He will complete his direct testi- 
mony at the next hearing. Cross- 
exrmination of Ross has been re- 
served by counsel for the city and 
company until that time. 

So far the introduction of evi- 
dence has been limited to Ross’ 
explanation of the accounting 
methods and details of the report, 
which was made public Sept. 12 
last, after nearly two years of work 
by the commission's accounting 
staff. It covered property ac- 
counts of the company for the 
13% years from Dec. 31, 1915, to 
June 30, 1929; earnings for one 
year ending June 30. 1929; accu- 
mulations in the company’s depre- 
ciation reserve, and other operat- 
ing information, 

The company has filed a lengthy 
supplemental answer, as has been 
told, urging dismissal of the case, 
denying a rate reduction was jus- 
tified, questioning some of the 
findings of the commission ac- 
countants and outlining the com- 
pany's estimates of its valuation, 
varying from $83,529,000 on an 
original cost basis, to not less than 
$30,000,000 on the basis of repro- 
duction new, less depreciation. Evi- 
dence on these points will be of- 


fered by the company in later hear- 


ings. The commission overruled 
the motion to dismiss the case. 
The commission accountants, as 
has been told, reported the value 
of the property to be $57,111,696 
on the investment cost basis, in- 
cluding all valuation allowances 
customarily made, except going 
value.

Now here is the 
new International Federation, an 
existent fact. Why is it that Amer- 
ican business women have brought 
about so quickly what many 
groups struggle for years to at- 
tain? 

“The answer seems to be that the | 
methods of our women have mas- | 
tered in the business world they | 
put into practice in their organiza- | 
tion life. In their relationship | 
with other women, courtesy re- 
places elaborate formality. Friend- 
ly democracy is substituted for red | 
tape and ritual. 

A group of one hundred and 
six American women went to Ge- 
neva to meet foreign women if 
many countries, without a specific- 
ally formulated program. In fact, 
such program as there was had to 
be shaped up at a meeting at- 
tended by representatives of each 
country on the eve of the confer- 
ence, and everybody had a share 
in its making. Although the 
Americans outnumbered the indi- 
vidual delegations from 
countries by four or five to one, | 
they contented themselves with the | 
same number of votes. When de- 
bate was in progress they carefui- 
ly refrained from monopolizing the 
floor. And so they inspired a 
spirit of real confidence in Euro- 
pean women. 


é6 ONVENTIONS where there 
C is animation without acri- 
mony are the exception, but 
the Geneva conference was like 
that. And when the three days’ 
session closed there existed a bona 
fide international organization of 
business and professional women, 
in which many nations were en- 
rolled, and to which no less than 
20 nations have pledged their in- 
terested support. Best of all, there 
was at the head of it an American 
woman—Lena Madesin Phillips of 
New York—whose impartiality in 
presiding, whose spirit of fair play 
had so won the respect of the for- 
eign women that they elected her 
by acclamation without a dissent- 
ing vote. 

“As a successful experiment in 
democracy the Geneva conference 
is unique. As a demonstration to 
the world of how differing national 
viewpoints may be reconciled, and 
scemingiy opposing factions welded 
into a unit, it is again almost with 
out parallel.
